Several thousands of persons 
die each year of snakebite in 
India. Most of these are in the 
rural areas. Yet many Indians 
rarely see a cobra, unless it be 
one of the many carried about 
by the so-called snake charmers 
whose basket and flute are to be 
seen in the cities and in the 
country as well. Some carry a 
pet mongoose along with them, 
and if enough money#is con- 
tributed, will stage a fight be- 
tween cobra and mongoose.

It is interesting to note the American 
people actually saved more money during the 
year than in 1950. Eight dollars out of every 
hundred went into savings, compared with 
five the previous year, despite higher taxes 
and slightly higher prices. 

Total output of goods and services was 
nearly 10 per cent more than in 1950 and 
five per cent higher than the previous peak 
year, 1944. 

Less tim.e was lost through strikes during 
the year than in any previous postwar year 
and employment reached an all-time high of 
62,000,000, with unemployment at a low of 
1,600,000.

The Light Bill 
Would Come High 


A significant item in the week-end news 
was the report of electric power production 
through the use of atomic energy at an AEC 
experiment station in Idaho. 

Heat from a nuclear reactor was trans- 
mitted by liquid metal to generate steam to 
drive a turbine to generate 100 kilowatts of 
electric current. 

But don’t anticipate an immediate appli- 
cation of this Goldbergian method to the 
power lines which feed the appliances in 
your home. Cost was no consideration in 
the production of this wattage at the Idaho 
plant. 

Indeed, the Atomic Energy Commission 
emphasized that no comparison should be 
made of the cost of producing electric power 
from the reactor with power from conven- 
tional sources. 

Uncle Sam is paying the cost in this case. 
If the bill were added to your monthly state- 
ment from the board of lights and water, it 
would be a little more than you could stand. 

We'll have to wait awhile for cheap 
power from the split atom. But the fact that 
such power can be produced means that 
eventually we'll have it in our homes.

Stassen Has 


Knack of Trade 


WASHINGTON—Harold Stassen, though still 


a young man—he’s 


44—-has been running for 


ae President so long that he has a knack at the 
trade. He has more devices, stratagems and artifices than many a 
veteran far older, and an acute publicity sense that many a slick 


advertising firm might envy. 


It is not yet quite clear what 
he’s actually up to—whether he’s 
really running for the presiden- 
tial nomination, the vice-presi- 
dential nomination, or for Gen- 
eral Eisenhower. Or perhaps to 
work himself into a strategical 
position to have something or 
other to say about the 1952 tick- 
et, which of itself might insure 
him a post in a Republican ad- 
ministration—if such there fi- 
nally turns out to be. 


To his other gifts as a candi- 
date must be added that of tim- 
ing. 


For what he seemed to be 
doing, in making his an- 
nouncement at this particular 
time, was to project himself 
into the vacuum caused by the 
continued uncertainty of Gen- 
eral Eisenhower’s candidacy 
and to reap whatever benefit 
he can, for the time being, as 
an anti-Taft candidate. It 
seems clear that he is in the 
anti-Taft alignment. 


Since he plans to take the 
stump right away quick on be- 
half: of his candidacy, he can 
get what might be termed the 
rival publicity that a contest al- 
ways provokes. Until he got in, 
there was no flesh-and-blood 
figure in that corner opposite 
Senator Taft; that is, with trunks 
and gloves on, ready to go. 


Few, at this stage, expect 
Harold Stassen himself, to get 
the 1952 nomination. Somehow 
the parade seems to have passed 
him by, irrevocably, back in 
1948. But, if General Eisenhower 
eventually gets in and becomes 
a formidable candidate against 
Senator Taft, Harold Stassen 
might be just the fellow to tip 


the balance, that is, if he had 
accumulated any delegates, by 
tossing them into the general’s 
pot at the right moment. Thus, 
at least a minor triumph in poli- 
tics, which is something. 


Harold Stassen knows the val- 
ue of mystery in politics. He in- 
jected that skillfully by keeping 
a complete mystery what he and 
General Eisenhower talked 
about in Paris on his recent 
four-day, kaleidoscopic, hop- 
skip-and-jump tour of Europe. 
You might deduct from it all 
that maybe General Eisenhow- 
er isn’t going to be a candidate 
for the nomination after all, or 
that he and Harold Stassen have 
some sort of secret understand- 
ing, or what have you. This, 
obviously, is just what Mr. Stas- 
sen intended. 


It is smart, too, for a presi- 
dential aspirant—at least one 
who’s been as long at it as Har- 
old Stassen—to come up with a 
new Slogan and a couple of fresh 
ideas. That he did. 


The slogan seems to be, “A 
Better Deal,” taking a cue from 
some other “deals” around here 
that have been popular. For he 
repeated this phrase from his 
speech at Philadelphia in the 
press conference he called here 
in Washington a few hours be- 
fore to discuss his announce- 
ment and his program.

By and all, I fully agree with 
his arguments which were the 
basis of Nineteenth Century lib- 
eralism. 

But while comparing the ad- 
vantages of laissez faire with 
the welfare state, he did not too 
heavily emphasize the duties of 
the private citizen under the 
system that made America what 
it is today. 

Let us at long last realize 
that what the people need is 
more freedom, not charity; more 
opportunity, not guidance; more 
self-control, not state super- 
vision. These would create 
character and ogly on character 
can a free society exist.

“caveat emptor” (let the buyer 
beware) is as true today as it was 
in Roman times, Byrd declared. 

“Every day in some stores and) 
businesses in Atlanta, shoppers are 
being cheated by overcharges rang-| 
ing from a few pennies to scores 
of dollars,” he said. 

Byrd and OPS enforcement 
agents have more than a friendly 
interest in Atlanta consumers’ 
chances of being rooked. | 

Some of those overcharges are 
in direct violation of Federal price. 
eonventions. 

Others are clever circumven-. 
tions of price rules, “just barely 
legal.” Fither way, it’s bad for 
the consumer. 

There are several ways a shop-| 
er can protect his or her pocket-| 

k from the price gyps, Byrd 
pointed out. 

Surveys by enforcemenf agents 
are hampered by the fact that the 
OPS never hears of some viola- 
tions. The customer may not even 
know he has been cheated—or, 
knowing it,, he may fail to report 
the guilty retailer to OPS. 

Only about one merchant out of 
every §0 is guilty of wilful price 
contro! ‘violations — but that one 
merchant is responsible for many 
hard-earned dimes and dollars 
going astray for the unwary buyer. 

How can you tell if you’re being 
gypped? How can you spot price- 
ceiling violations? 


RULES TO FOLLOW 

OPS enforcement agents have 
the answers. Here are precautions 
to help keep you clear of “price 
artists”: 

1. Look for a definite price tag, 
when feasible. 

2. When you buy a combination 
of items or services, get an item- 
fzed bill. 

8. Refuse to agree to “tie-in” 
sales. | 

4. Make sure you get the same 
article you actually ordered and 
paid for. : 

OPS requires that most items 
in the retail field—clothing, shoes, 
luggage, most foods, radios, phono- 
graphs, etc.—be priced-tagged by 
stores. 

A woman recently bought 18, 
yards of carpeting in a small re- 
tail store for $19.95 a yard. The) 
carpeting had no price tag on it, | 
but the price was quoted orally 
by the sales clerk. Three days) 
later the woman saw the same 
carpeting in another store—tagged | 
this time at $13.50 a yard, the 
eorrect ceiling price. | 

The defrauded shopper reported 
to OPS and later received a re-| 
fund of $116.10. Under the law, 
the woman could have sued for, 
treble damages, but she chose to 
ask merely for a refund. 


ADD UP TOTALS 


Lumping together several pur- 
ehases in one billing and then 
padding the total is a common 
trick. Strange as it may seem, 
Byrd said, many buyers do not 
bother to add up the total of in- 
dividual items and check it against 
their bill. : 

Detecting price violations in a) 
bill for services, such as auto re-| 
pair, is difficult since bills may 
be padded in a number of ways. 
For example, a dishonest auto re- 
pairman may stick scrupulously to 
the ceiling price for his hourly 
repair rate, but will add a couple 
of unworked hours to swell the 
total. 

Here again, Byrd pointed out, 

ur best protection is to-insist on 
an itemized bill, showing actual 
hours worked. 

So-called “tie-in” sales are a 
classic way of.evading price con- 
trols while seeming to abide by 
them. The cars with gadgets ga- 
lore sold during the last auto 
shortage, unavailable to buyers 
without them, are a classic ex- 
ample. 

Substitution. of one article for 
another, or passing off one grade 
of article as another are other 
methods of gypping the customer 
and evading price controls. 

Upgrading—the switching of 
grade marks on trays of meat— 
is a form of substitution OPS 
agents are finding in some retail 
meat markets.
